seen almost anyday arguing with or 
explaining some point to some com- 
panion, who is kept constantly busy 
either in avoiding the involuntary 
kicks or blows of the boy's sprightly 
feet or hands or in following him 
briskly to keep the run of the subject. 


The third child is a girl, who is a 


hunch-back and a dwarf. She is 12 
years old. A boy next to her is deaf 
and dumb. The fifth child has a 
bright red tirth mark encircling her 
neck like a piece of red flannel. It is 
an inch and a half wide, The other 
two are twins, 3 months old—a boy 
and a girl. The boy's head is cover- 
ed with hair enough for a grown per- 
son, while the girl twin hasn't the 
sign of a" hair>upon herlieadjahe. Kttle 
poll being as white and shiny as a bil- 
liard ball.

The miners of the United States 


have just completed their plans for the 


j greatest industrial battle ever inaugur- 


•, ated in America. The conflict be- 
I tween the miners and mine owners 
j for eight hours will take place on the 


ist of May and will involve 150,000 
men. 
The above statement was made 


by W. J. Dillon, United State organ- 
izer of the American Federation of 
Labor. Continuing he said: "In the 
State of Illinois, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio, there 
are at least 75,000 miners. In the 
anthracite region of Pennsylvania there 
are 25,000 miners. On the river and 
railroads in the Pittsburg district there 
are nearly 12,000 men. Up,in Clear- 
field and the surrounding counties 
there are 10,000 more. In the aggre- 
gate we figure on about 150,000 iuin- 
miners in the United States. 
Al- 


though miners are generally paid by 
the bushel, they desire to place a lim- 
it on their working hours." 


Dr. Charles F. Heuser died at Bal- 


timore last Wednesday. In his will 
he had stipulated that his heart be cut 
out, viewed and restored to its place, 
and that his body be then cremated. 
Thursday afternoon a number witness- 
es assembled in the death chamber to 
carry out the first part of the request.

He did this to guard against 
the possibility of being buried alive. 
It is said that for many years back and 
for a like reason, all of Dr. Heuser's 
relatives, after death, have been treat- 
ed in the same manner. Dr. Heuter 
had a horror of being buried alive.

Mrs. Russell was awakened from her 
sleep by a sound in the adjoining room. 
When she arose to see what it was she 
was confronted by a burglar with a re- 
volver in his hand.

her and grappled her by the throat, 
overpowered her and forced her to de- 
sist. Her husband.who at the time was 
asleep, was also awakened and ran to 
his wife's assistance, when the villian 
fled, making good his escape, but not 
until he had grabbed everything with- 
in reach, some of which he was com- 
pelled to drop in his rapid flight. Mrs. 
Russell suffered very much from the 
fright she received from her thrilling 
experience.

Samuel Schlenker, of Reading, on com- 
ing home from making a call, they 
found a little girl 6 months old tucked 
in a basket on the door step. They 
took the youngster in and as they have 
no children concluded to adopt it.

Ancient Lima was founded by Pizarro, 


the Spanish discoverer, and -was known 
35 the City of the Incas. 3tlodera Lima, 
is about ten miles in circumference, but 
as a large part of its area is Hid out in 
gardens and public squares, the whole is 
by no means densely populated. 
The 


old walls of the city which that energetic 
vice king, La Palata, caused to be built 
in 1683, described an irregular oval, on 
the left bank of the Rirnae, about three 
miles long by a mile and a half wide. 
They were from eighteen to twenty-four 
feet high and twenty feet thick, and 
were entered by twelve gater. But they 
were never of much use except to facili- 
tate the collection of local duties and to 
aiiord an elevated paseo or bridle path 
?or equestrians and were demolished long 


The city's present population is va- 


riously estimated between 100,000 and 
125,000. 
Much of the beautiful region 


round about was laid waste by the Chilian 
army during the recent war, and Tia«; not 


j yet been rebuilt. The invaders were as 


merciless and as needlessly cruel as they 
were completely ^victorious. In the bat- 
tle that decided the fate of Lima hun- 
dreds of country villas and all the sub- 
urban villages were burred 
to 
the 


ground. Thus Choriilas, the Long Branch 
of the coast, was entirely destroyed. A 
railway leads from Choriilas to Lima, 
passing through the once lovely village 
of Miraflores, whose name literally trans- 
lated means "See the flowers I" 
The 


Chilians landed at Choriilas, and having 
reduced that town to ashes, they marched 
along the line of the railroad to Lima, 
ruthlessly destroying everything on the 
route. For one whole night Lima, was 
in the hands of a mob of armed soldiers, 
who had broken loose from all restrains 
and were as bloodthirsty and unfeeling 
as so many Sepoys; and they were only- 
prevented from entirely burning and 
sacking the city by the energy of the 
British minister and other members of 
the diplomatic corps, backed by the Eng- 
lish and French admirals, whose war 
ships were in the harbor at Callao. 


It is said that there are 1500 foreigners 


in Lima and no fewer than 6000 priests. 
Professor Orton affirms that there are ac 
least twenty-five different admixtures of 
blood in Lima. Be that as it may, cer- 
tainly a more mixed collection of people 
would be hard to find. There are Eng- 
lish, French, Spaniards, ISForth Ameri- 
cans, Belgians, Chinese and negroes,

and exclude the sun, rendering the in- 
teriors much more chilly than the open 
street. The low temperature of the place 


be partially accounted for by the 


close proximity of the snowy cordilleras, 
and also from the fact that the great 
Antarctic current of the Pacific sets from 
the southwest full on the coast, -where 
the temperature is thirty-one degrees less 
than the waters of the open sea 100 miles 
iroai land. 


It is not positive cold that renders life 


in Lima unpleasant during the -winter 
ime so much, as the fogs and dampness. 
Sometimes for days together the sun re- 
fuses to show his face, and a regular 
"Scotch mist" heavy enough to form a 
continual drizzle makes the sidewalk 
slippery as ice and so permeates the air 
that even the sheets of one's bed feel

The Discoverer of th* Alie$«d Cure for 


Consumption. 


The story of the life of Dr. Uobcrt 


Koch is interesting. He was born in 
Clausthal, Germany, on De«. 11, 1843, 
and is, therefore, a comparatively young 
man still, being only 47 years of<L 
He 


graduated in medicine in"l866, at Goec- 
tingen, and settled down to-practice Ms 
profession in Bnckwitz, Posen. From 
1872 until 1SSO he devoted himself al- 
most exclusively to the study of chem- 
istry and bacteriology, and was so suc- 
cessful in the latter 'direction that he

Ancient Lima was founded by Pizarro, 
the Spanish discoverer, aud was known 
ag the City of the Incas. 
Modern Lima 
is about tea miles in circumfcrence, but 
as a large part of its area is Hid out in 
gai^eu3 and public squares, the whole is 
by no means densely populated. 
The 
old walls of the cityAvhich that energetio 
vice king, La Palata, caused to bo built 
in 1083, described au irregular oval, ou 
the left bank of the Uimae, about three 
miles long by a mile and a half wide. 
Tliey were from eighteen to twenty-four 
feet high and twenty feet thick, aud 
were entered by twelve gater. 
But they 
were never of much use except to facili- 
tate the collection of local duties aud to 
afford an elevated paseo or bridle path 
for equestrians and were demolished long 
ago.

Coal mining is on the increase in the 
United States, 
In 1888 the grand total 
of the output was 132,731,009 
tons,

The American output, in fact, bids fair 
in a very few years to exceed that of 
Great Britain, which was, in 1888, 169,-' 
935,219 tons.

England stands fifth on the list of par- 
liamentary expenses, while economical 
Germany possesses the 
cheapest house,

$95,000 annually. 


France's public debt is the largest of 
any in the world announces Bradstreet's. 
According to a recent budget report the 
debt amounts to 30,000,813,594 francs 
of nominal capital, or about G,000,000- 
000. 
Estimated on the basis of actual 
capital 
the debt amounts to 22,824,- 
043,690 francs, or about §4,500,000,000 
in round numbers. 
The nominal rate of 
interest on this debt is 3.48 per cent, and 
the actual rate is 4.62 per cent. 
On the 
basis of the first-mentioned estimate the 
debt amounts to over $150 per head of 
population. 


Tlie locomotive aud carbuilders are 
overrun with orders, according to the 
liuilway Agcy and the new 
equipment 
constructed during the present will be 
remarkable in quantity, as well as of a 
generally improved quality. 
One West- 
ern railroad company alone is adding 170 
locomotives and 3600 freight cars, which 
is equivalent to a new locomotive nearly 
every other day and to more than ten 
cars Qvery working day. 
Other com- 
panies also have been increasing their 
rolling stock all the year at a rapid rate 
and liave every engine and car in service, 
and yet the cry is constantly going up 
for more cars to move the crops and the 
merchandise. 
If decently remunerative 
rates for transportation were being paid 
this Avould mean great prosperity for the 
railways, and that would largely benefit 
every other interest. 
But when, as is 
too often the case, transportation is being 
furnished at less than the actual cost, all 
the elements of cost considered, the rush 
of business, instead of being gratifying, 
IS suggestive of danger 
to all. 
The 
country generally is prosperous, 
and 
-merchants, pianufacturers and fanners 
are doing well. 
The railways, to which 
jn large measure this prosperity is due, 
ought to have a reasonable share in it. 


The city's present population is va- 
riously estimated between 100,000 and 
125,000, 
Much of the beautiful rej^ion 
round about was laid waste by the Chilian 
army during the recent war, and has not 
yet been rebuilt. 
The invaders were as 
merciless and as needlessly cruel as they 
were completely Victorious. 
In the bat- 
tle that decided the fate of Lima hun- 
dreds of country villas and all the sub- 
urban villages were burred 
to 
the 
ground. ThusChorilias, the Long Branch 
of the coast, was entirely destroyed. A 
railway leads from Chorillas to Lima, 
passing through the once lovely village 
of Miraflores, whose name literally trans- 
lated means "See the 
fiowers!" 
The 
Chilians landed at Chorillas, and having 
reduced that town to ashes, they marched 
along the line of the railroad to Lima, 
ruthlessly destroying everything on the 
route. 
For one whole night Lima was 
in the hands of a mob of armed soldiers, 
who had broken loose from all restraint 
and were as bloodthirsty and unfeelin.2: 
as so many Sepoys; aud they Avere only 
prevented 
from entirely 
burning and 
sacking the city by the energy of the 
British minister and other members of 
the diplomatic corps, backed by the Eng- 
lish aud French admirals, whose war 
ships were in the harbor at Callao. 


It is said that there are 1500 foreierners 
in Lima and no fewer than 6000 priests. 
Professor Orton aflirms that there are at 
least twenty-five ditlereut admixtures of 
blood in Lima. 
Be that as it may, cer- 
tainly a more mixed collection of people 
would be hard to find. There are Eajr- 
lish, French, Spaniards, North Ameri- 
cans, Belgians, 
Chinese and 
negroes, 
black, white, yellow and all interniediate 
shades of complexion, mingled among 
the leather-hued native population, and 
one need not walk half a square to hear 
a dozen different languages spoken. 


Being situated under the tropics and 
at an elevation of only 512 feet, it might 
reasonably be expected that the climate 
of Lima would be too warm for comfort; 
but such is by no means the case. 
Dur- 
ing the six months that answer for win- 
ter on this side of the equator 
(from 
June to November) 
the thermometer 
ranges from fifty-seven degrees to sixty- 
one degrees Fahrenheit, and is often so 
cold that warm woolen clothing is neces- 
sary for comfort, especially 
indoors, 
where the thick walls retain dampness 
and exclude the sun, rendering the in- 
teriors much more chilly than the open 
street. The low temperature of the place 
may be partially accounted for by the 
close proximity of the snowy Cordilleras, 
and also from the fact that the great 
Antarctic current of the Pacific sets from 
the southwest full on the coast, where 
the temperature is thirty-one degrees less 
than the waters of the open sea 100 miles 
from land. 


It is not positive cold that renders life 
in Lima unpleasant during the winter 
time so much as the fogs and dampness. 
Sometimes for days together the sun re- 
fuses to show his face, and a 
regular 
Scotch mist" heavy enough to form a 
continual drizzle makes the sidewalk 
slippery as ice and so permeates the air 
that even the sheets of one's bed feel 
sticky. 
Though visitors are often as- 
' sured that ''it never rains in Linia.'-* the 
most partial citizens are obliged to admit 
that what he calls la guara, a dense fog, 
that forms itself 
into minute drops, 
brings all the discomforts without any of 
the benefits of a good healthy shower. 
It soaks through tlie thatched roofs, dis- 
colors the dripping ceilings, loosens the 
wail paper and trickles down upon the 
floor in puddles. 
Yet umbrellas aud 
overshoes are not in fashion here. 
You 
might search the city shops without be- 
jnc: able to find either, and to appear 
upon the streets with anything more 
formidable in the way of protection from 
the wet than a fancy quitasol (parasolj 
would bo to set one's self up as a mark 
for ridicule. 
It is a remarkable but un- 
explained fact that while Lima is thus 
frequently shrouded in mist and moist- 
ure the other towns and villages in tJie 
same valley may bo enjoying cloudless 
skies and warm, 
bright 
sunshine.—

"There are some Ching« that a solitary 
traveler can find out about Africa which 
a large expedition will never learn.

field for the use of strangers. 
The chief 
wife of tho tribal King cultivated 
this 
field and stored away the product in the 
upper half of her hut. 
No man of tho 
tribe was permitted to touch of the food 
thus stored. 
The King s wife had her 
share of this and made her living out of 
it, but all over and above the amount 
actually consumed must be set apart and 
preserved. 
This field is known as the 
•stranger' field, 


^ *'Whenever a stranger comes into the 
village he makes known his want to the 
King, and he is immediately 
relieved. 
The best hut in the village is set apart 
for him; he eats of the food of the stran- 
ger's field, aud the best wife of the King 
prepares the food for him with her own 
hand. 
He remains a week or a month,or 
any reasonable length of time, and his 
time is never hastened. 
Sometimes ho 
stays long enough to become a member 
of the tribe, aud he marries into tho 
King's family. 


''An amusing feature of this custom is 
the fact that iudignent members of the 
tribe sometimes leave their village and go 
to other villages and become strangers,so 
that very often when a familiar face has 
been missed from a certain village, and I 
have asked 
where So-and-so went or 
what became of him, some one has grave- 
ly informed me that So-ond-so had grown 
poor and become a stranger. 
Subse- 
quently I have run across laxy So-and-so 
iu'a distant village living on the fat of 
the land as a stranger and being treated 
to royal hospitality. 


'»There are no beggars in Africa, 
When a man or woman becomes too poor 
to get along comfortably, he or she 
makes the circuic of the adjacent villages 
as a stranger."—Bhhop Taylor, in Boston 
Globe.

The Properties of Aluminum. 


To the layman a few statistics about 
aluminum may be instructive. 
The ato- 
mic weight is 27.4. 
With iron three or 
four pounds of aluminum to the 
ton 
reaches the melting point to such a 
liquid state that it can be run into the 
finest interstices of the mould and pro- 
duce the finest castings and considerably 
improve the quality of the iron. 
With 
copper aluminum very easily 
amalga- 
mates, improving the quality, appear- 
ance and resembles gold. 
Useful results 
are obtained with about five per 
cent. 
Aluminum also amalgamates with many 
other metals, and this is a boundless 
track for experiments. 


Aluminum is sonorous, and doubtless 
when alloyed with other metals would 
produce as good an efiiect as now can be 
produced from the finest bell metal. 
Its 
lightness in this respeet -would be of ad- 
vantage for high elevations. The specific 
gravity of the metal is 2.55. 
It is about 
one-seventh the weight of gold, about 
one-fifth the weight of lead, and,roughly 
speaking, about one-third the weight of 
copper, zinc or iron. 
The melting point 
of aluminum is about 1500 
degrees 
Fahrenheit, while that of iron is almost 
double this temperature. 


The electrical conductivity is stated to 
be eighteen times that of iron. 
Its elas- 
ticity may be taken to be equal to silver. 
It is non-soluble in sulphuric acid, which 
acid, produced from coal combustion, is 
so destructible to iron, zinc and marble. 
It can be beaten into plates as thin as 
tissue-paper and drawn out into wire as 
attenuated as the the finest silk. 
It does 
not oxidize like iron, consequeutly does 
not rust, aud requires no paints or pro- 
tection from the influence of the atmos-

They sprinkled it around and in a 
week or ten days they were altogether 
rid of the moths. They arc never troubled 
now. 
In heavy velvet carpets, sweeping 
them with salt cleans and keeps them 
from moths, as particles of salt remain 
in the carpet and corners.—Philadelphia 
Press.

The Discoverer oi the Alleged Cure 
* 
Consumptton. 


The story of the life of Dr. Eobert 
Koch is interesting. 
Ho was born iu 
Claiisthal, (í^e^many, on Deo. 11, 1843, 
and is, therefore, acomj^arativelvyoung 
man still, being only 47 years old. 
He 
graduated in medicine in 18G6. at Goet- 
tingen, and settled down to practice his 
profession in Buckwitz, Poson. 
From 
1872 until 1880 he devoted himself al- 
most exolusivelj; to tho study of chem- 
istry and bacteriology, and was so suo- 
cessful in tho latter direction that he 


GOOD THIXGS TO KNOW. 


1. That salt will curdle new milk, 
heucc in preparing milk porridge, gra- 
vies, etc., the salt should not be added 
until the dish is prepared. 


2. That clear boiling water will re- 
move tea stains and many fruit stains. 
Pour the water through the stain and 
thus prevent it spreading over the fabric. 


3. That ripe tomatoes will remove ink 
and other stains from white cloth, also 
from the hands. 


4. That a teaspoonful of turpentine 
lioileci with white clothes will aid in the 
whitening process. 


5. That boiled starch is mush im- 
proved by the addition of a little sperm 
salt or gum arabic dissolved. 


7. That beeswax and salt will make rus- 
ty flat irons as clean and smooth as glass. 
Tie a lump of beeswax in a rag and keep 
it for that purpose. 
When the irons are 
hot, rub them first with the wax rag, 
then scour with a paper or cloth sprinkled 
with salt. 


7. That blue ointment and kerosenft 
mixed in equal proportions and applied 
to tho bedsteads is an unfailing bedbug 
remedy, as a coat of whitewash is for 
-the walls of a log house. 


8. That kerosene will soften boots and 
shoes that have been hardened by water, 
-and render them as pliable as new. 


9. That kerosene will make tin tea- 
kettles as bright as new. 
Saturate a 
woolen rag and rub it. 
It will also re- 
-move stains from varnished furniture. 


10. That cold rain water and soda will 
remove machine grease from washable 
fabrics.— The 
Sanitarian.

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AN EGYPTIAN TALE. 


Biff Boulder«. 


Wherever tho glaciers melted, thfny 
loft an immense amount of "drift"—that 
is, sand, gravel and stonei of all sorts, 
which had been frozen in tho ice when 
the glaciers Avere forming, 
^ The stones of this drift are of all 
sizes. 
Some are as small as pebbles, 
others as large as small houses. 
There 
is one at Bradford, Mass., which meas- 
ures thirty feet each wav, and weighs 
four and a half million pounds. 
There 
is another on a ledge in Vermont wliich 
is even larger than that, and which 
must have been carried by tho ice across 
the valley lying five hundred feet below 
where the stone now is, showing that 
the ice was iive hundred feet thick. 
Great boulders of 
trap-rook extend 
through Connecticut on a lino running 
to Long Island Sound; and as some of 
the same kind are found in Long Island, 
the glacier is believed to have crossed 
the Sound, carrying these rocks witii it. 
An immense statue of Peter the Great, 
in St. Petersburg, stands on one of 
these glacier boulders of solid granite, 
which weighs three million pounds. 
One of the largest boulders in America 
is in the Indian village of Mohegan, 
near 
Montville, 
Connecticut, 
The 
Indiana call the rock "Shehegau," 
Its 
top, which is flat and as large as the 
floor of a good-sized room, is reached 
by a ladder. 


Sometimes these boulders are found 
perched upon bare ledges of rock, so 
nicely balanced that, though of great 
weight, they may be rocked bv tho 
hand. They are called "rocking-stonoa." 
Near the little Connecticut village of 
Koank, on Long Island Sound, there is 
an immense boulder called by tho peo- 
•ple there "Jemimy's Pulpit." 
It was 
formerly a rocking-stone. 
But the rock 
has worn away below it and it can no 
loipger be moved.—^'er'isa C.

RECIPES FOn SICK FOLK. 


Flaxseed Jelly for Coughs—One pouna 
Hinseed, ouo -large lemon, one-fourth 
pound raisins, one-half pound of sugar. 
Boil the linseed in two quarts of Tvater, 
then let it simmer for three hours ¡strain, 
return to the pot -with raisins and pulp 
•of lemon, and simmer, -without boiling, 
one hour; strain again, add tho sugar. 
Take a teaspoonful, two or three times a 
'day. 


Porridge for Invalids—One 
teaspoon- 
•ful of suet, two teaspoonfuls ilour, one 
teacupful of milk, and a little salt. 
Mince the suet very fine, mix milk and 
(lour till smooth, then put into a pan; 
add suet and a pinch of salt, boil very 
gently for ten minutes, and servo hot. 
This is very good and nourishing, espe- 
cially for those who cannot take cod-liver 
-oil. 


Barley Water—Two tablespoonfuls of 
•barley, two quarts of water, one table- 
spoonful of sugar. 
Wash the barley 
well; put the barley and water into a 
saucepan and bring it to the boil; then 
boil very slowly for two hours, strain 
it, add sugar, and let it cool. .Barley 
water is very cooling and nourishing. 
The barley may afterwards be used for u 
pudding, or put into soup. 


Koumiss—One quart buttermilk, two 
«quarts siveet milk, four teaspoonsful Jol 
•sugar. 
Mix tho buttermilk and sweet 
milk together, add the sugar, and stir 
till melted. 
Let it stand 
near tho 
kitchen fire for twelve hours covered 
•with a cloth, then bottle. 
As it is an 
-eííervescing drink, the cork must bo 
tied down and the bottles kept on their 
sides. 
When the koumiss is opened it 
¡should be used. 


Gruel—Take two 
tablespoonfuls o( 
oatmeal, two cups of cold water, half u 
teaspoonful sugar, pineh of salt. 
Pul 
the oatmeal into a bowl with the cold 
^vater, let it stand for fifteen minutes; 
then, with a spoon, press all the fiour 
from tho oatmeal, and jjour into the pan, 
leaving the meal as dry as possible; put 
the pan on the fire and stir it till it 
Ijoils; then simmer for ten minutes, add 
the sugar, and serve hot. 
Some prefer 
gruel without sugar, and some with 
jnilk instead of water, or a little butter 
and a scrape of nutmeg.—/Yew Fork

Clean spoke afc length on the law 
governing the granting of license, 
and the sellers of liquors. He refer- 
red to the Brooks law as a comprom- 
ise agreed upon by thos3 who favor 
license. 
The provisions of that law 


are stringent, and from them there is 
no escape. He touched upon the sale 
of liquor to minors and to persons of 
known intemperate habits. For such 
sales there can be no excuse, for the 
landlords must keep themselves in- 
formed as to the reputation of such 
persons, and must know the buyer 
to be of age. 
The dealer sells at his 


peril. He warned the dealers to 
scrutinize the person asking to have 
flasks filled to be taken away, for by 
such sales they may be furnishing 
liquor to persons of the prohibited 
class.

THE ASH PZ.AXT3. 


In some parts of plants there is but 


very little ash, while others mav contain 
a large per cent. This a 
compound containing a dozen or more 
substances. Taere are two classes of 
ash ingredients, namely: the essential 
and the non-essential" or accidental. 
They all come from the soil, and some of 
the essential ingredients of the ash are 
required in larger quantities by the plant 
than others. The non-essential sub- 
stances obtain entrance because dissolved 
in the soil water, and the plant has no 
power of excluding them. 
The follow- 


ing are the essential ash constituents: 
potassium, magnesium, calcium, iron and 
phosphorus. 
These elements may enter 


united with acids of various kinds, or 
the last acting as aa acid may, for ex- 
ample, be in union with the lime 
(calcium) as phosphate of lime. 
The 


potassium may be united with sulphuric 
acid, and called sulphate of potash. 
Muriate of potash is a. common form in 
which potash is applied to the soil, it be- 
ingsoluble and quickly taken up by the 
plant. Water, which is the solvent for 
them all, makes up a. very large part of 
every growing plant, and is the sub- [ 
stance from which oxygen and hvdro^en i

The grower of such perishable articles 


as berries is subject to a nervous strain 
wMIe the season last, and should, in the 
nature of things, be better remunerated 
than the stolid laborer or the producer 
of nonperishable products. 
Some fruit 


growers are so happily situated that the- 
can employ women as pickers, and then 
there Is no need of foreman or tickets, 
as each picker can keep her own ac- 
counts, and pick ia separate crates, sub- 
ject to Inspection at noon or night. 


The trouble with children is generally 


a lack of mature judgment, but some are 
tricky and dishonest. Most every ex- 
tensive fruit grower is subject to strikes 
when the picking gets poor, and I have 
found it best to have a contract with 
their parents, 
subject to pen-*[ty if 


broken. This Is enforced by withhold- 
ing pay until the close of the season, 
with forfeiture of a portion If contract 
is broken.

Mrs. Master ac- 
knowledged having filled up her pen- 
sion papers herself, but pleads igno- 
rance in extenuation, sajing that she 
tnought that was the proper way to 
fill the papers oat. 


A subsequent dispatch, from Phil- 
adelphia says that on Wednesday 
Mrs. Master was held iYl $500 bail 
by U. S. Commissioner Bell,upon the 
charge of forging about twenty-one 
signatures, including those of two 
physicians, an undertaker, and a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, in support of her 
claim for a pension as the widow of 
John Master, of Company G. Two 
Hundred and Ninth Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. She admitted the charge, 
and said that she filed her applica- 
tion for a pension in 1882. 
She ob-»- 
tained the genuine signatures of the 
Justice of the Peace and undertaker, 
and subsequently imitated them. 


A (Big Snow Storm. 


On Saturday evening a steady rnin 
set in shortly after G o'clock, w^ ^»h 
increased in force as the night advnu- 
ced. 
Between 9 and 10 o'clock the 
wind shifted to the northeast and the 
rain changed to snow. Tho huge wet 
flakes came down in rapid succession, 
increasing in numbeis, until it seem- 
ed as if the snow was fftllinj? in sheets. 
The ground, notwithstanding it was 
thoroughly wet from the rain \vaa 
soon covered with a mantel of whiter 
and as the tiigbt wore on the wind 
increased in force. The snow, how- 
ever, was too heavy to drift much.

The storm was gener- 
al throughout tho northeascern j)or- 
tion of the United States, and the rail- 
roads and telegraph companies expe- 
rienced considerable difficulty. It was 
probably the most destructive storm 
since the blizzard of March, 1877.

Gutta-Perelia is Disappearing: 


It appears that there exists a serious 


risk of the extermination of the plant or 
tree from which gutta-percha is obtained. 
This gum is used in many industries, 
largely in the manufacture of submarine 
cables, as it is capable of sustaining its 
insulating qualifies when submerged 
under water at great depths; in fact, the 
insulation of Gutta-percha actually im- 
proves with age when kept; continually 
under water. The disappearance of the 


j curious tree from which gutta-percha is 
i obtained would, therefore, be a calamity 
I of world-wide importance, yet it would 


appear from a report recently made to the 
French Academy of Sciences that we are 
actually threatened with such a calamity. 


Mr. Serullas, a French scientist, spent 


three years in Malay and studied the 
isonandra in all periods of its existence, 
acquiring a complete knowledge of its 
natural history and physiology; but he 
reports that there is absolutely no method 
in the manner employed by the natives in

In an addresss before one of the New 
York Farmers'Institutes Secretary Wood- 
ward had the following to say on main- 
taining fertility of the soil: 


''Rotation will not save land. 
It puts 
off the calamity of exhaustion. 
It sim- 
ply equalizes the ratio of exhaustion. It 
is said 'tillage is manure.* 
Tillage docs 
not add any manure. 
It works it out 
faster. Weeds are better than bare land. 
Summer-fallowing is a very expensive 
procesp, 
I had ratlicr grow weeds and 
plow them under. 
It would bo better 
for the land. 
Bare landloses its am- 
monia. 
Sow rye in the corn to conserve 
the fertility. 
Naked earth is a losing 
earth. 
How shall wo make fertility! 
Wc can do it by the purcliasc of com- 
mercial fertilizers; but this system is too 
costly, unless for special crops. Another 
way is by meaus of stable manure. 
'I 
have,' Mr. AVoodWard said, 'banished 
the word barnyard from my vocabulary, 
A barnyard is a nuisance.

manure paid me last winter, by feeding 
stock, over $1 a load prolic over and 
above all it cost. ^ I buy cottonseed and 
linseed meal, micldlings and bran, and 
my manure comes from these foods fed 
to animals.

GRAFTING GRAPEVINES. 


The opinions and practices of vine- 
yardists vary greatly in regard 
to the 
best way as well as tho best time for 
grafting the grape. 
Some propagators 
have excellent success in grafting on 
roots below the surface of the ground in 
December, or before tho ground freezes 
in the fall, protecting the cions by heap- 
ing soil over them. 
Others hnvo tried 
fall grafting and failed. 
Tho most com- 
mon practice among vineyardists is to 
graft vines late in spring or after tho 
leaves begin to expand, using dormant 
wood for cions, or that which has been 
retarded by storing in a cool cellar. Tho 
cions or canes to be used for that purpose 
are cut in winter, tied in small bundles, 
and pa'^kediu moist sand, moss, or tan- 
hark, then stored in a cool place. When 
tho time arrives for use they are taken 
and washed clean with cold water and 
cut up into the lengths desired. 


Tho mode called crown grafting is tho 
one usually employed; that is, inserting 
the cion into tho crown of the old stock, 
which is cut off close to or just below tho 
surfacc of the ground. 
The cion should 
be tied in place with strips of basswcod 
bark, and the soil banked about it, leav- 
ing the uppermost bud only exposed. 
No wax is used in grafting the grape by 
this mode, as the soil drawn around tho 
cion is a better and more natural pro- 
ecliou than grafting wax.—iVcw

THE AStI PLANTS. 


In some parts of plants there is but 
very little ash, while others may contain 
a large per cent. 
This ash is a complex 
compound containing a dozen or more 
substances. 
There arc two classes of 
ash ingredients, namely: the 
essential 
and the non-essential 
or accidental. 
They all come from the soil, and some of 
the essential ingredients of the ash are 
required in larger quantities by the plant 
than others. 
The 
non-essential sub- 
stances obtain entrance becausc dissolved 
in the soil water, and the plant has no 
power of excluding them. 
The follow- 
ing are the essential ash constituents: 
potassium, magnesium', calcium, iron and 
phosphorus. 
These elements may enter 
united with acids of various kinds, or 
the last acting as an acid may, for ex- 
ample, be in 
union with the lime 
(calcium) as phosphate of lime. 
The 
potassium may be united with sulphuric 
acid, and called sulphate of potash. 
Jluriate of potash is a common form in 
which potash is applied to the soil, it be- 
ingsoluble and quickly taken up by the 
plant. 
Water, which is the solvent for 
them all, makes up a very large part of 
every growing plant, and is the sub- 
stance from which oxygen and hydrogen

<2neeir'Facts Abont BeArers. 


James Sber»An, of Clifton, who is 
trapping beaver at Knappa^ was telling 
recently some queer things about beaver 
and beaver trapping. 
The animal, 
he 
8AJS, has tho most acutc sense of smell of 
Any animal that exists. 
In setting the 
traps you must wait till low water, in. 
order to have the tide when it comes in 
obliterate all traces of your presence. 
When a beaver is cau^rht in a trap the 
other beavers at once enable him to make 
good his cscape by seizing him by the 
tail and hauling him away until they re- 
lease him, often leaving a limb in the 
trap as an evidence of the stru^^gle that 
ensued. 
He caught a beaver last winter 
on Puget Island, and says that it had only 
two toes on a hind foot, the other three 
legs being amputated as close to the body 
as if the limbs had never existed. 


Mr. Sherman says there is one faculty 
tho beaver possesses that would be a pro- 
fitable and interesting study for scien- 
tific men, aud that is the power of mak- 
ing objects adhere to the bottom of a 
stream without any apparennt means of 
securing them. 
The beaver lives mostly 
on wood, which it cuts and deposits on 
the bottom, where it remains, contrary to 
the natural laws, which would in ordin- 
ary cases cause the wood to rise to the 
surface. How this is accomplished it is 
difficult to decide, but 
Sherman as- 
sures us that he tried it time and 
again. 
Beaver trapping pays well where 
any considerable number can be caught, 
the average price of the furs being from 
$3.60 to $5 per pound.—Cathla^nei Qa- 
tetU. 


Giitta-Forcha is Disappearing 


It appears that there exists a serious 
risk of the extermination of the plant or 
tree from which gutta-percha is obtained. 
This gum is used in mauy industries, 
largely in the manufacture of submarine 
cables, as it is capable of sustaining its 
insulating qualifies when 
submerged 
under water at great depths; in fact, the 
insulation of Gutta-percha actually im- 
proves with age when kept continually 
under water. 
The disappearance of the 
curious tree from which gutta-percha is 
obtained would, therefore, be a calamity 
of world-wide importance, yet it would 
appear from a report recently made to the 
French Academy of Sciences that we are 
actually threatened with such a calamity. 


Mr. Serullus, a French scientist, spent 
three years in Malay and studied the 
isonandra in all periods of its existence, 
acquiring a complete knowledge of its 
natural history and physiology; but he 
reports that thereis absolutely no method 
in the manner employed by the natives in 
robbing the tree of its sap, and that no 
effort is made to cultivate and propagate 
so valuable a member of the plant world. 


The natives adopt the wholly barbar- 
ous custom of cutting a tree at the roots 
iu order to extract thy gum; thus each 
tree only gives one yield, and is then 
dead forever. 
No wonder gutta-percha 
is rapidly getting to be worth its weight 
iu silver.—Electrical Eetiew,
